An official roller gin test, conducted 
tinder the direction of the office of fiber 
investigation of the department of agri­ 
culture at ( uero, Tex., upon Texas- 
grown Egyptian cotton, has just been 
concluded with most successful and 
gratifying results. For several years 
experiments have been carried on in 
Texas from Egyptian seed distributed 
by the department with a view to the 
production in this country of Egyptian 
cotton. 
A serious obstacle to success 
has been the need of a proper gin to 
separate the seed from the lint, the or­ 
dinary gin injuring the cotton to a 
ruinous degree, but this has been over­ 
come by a special form of gin. 
The 
engineer expert of the Agricultural de­ 
partment states that the cotton pro­ 
duced from the Egyptian seed planted 
in Texas is stronger than the native 
Egyptian, as is indicated by the yield 
per hour in ginning. 
This 
was 
70 
pounds per hour the first day and 
76 9-10 per hour the second day. The 
lint from this test will be examined 
and further reported upon. 


Foreign dispatches state that the ref­

F o r som** tim e prior to the visit of the 
M aine to H av a n a h arb o r our consular r e ­ 
p o rts pointed out the ad v a n tag es to fol­ 
low from the visit of national ships to 
th e C uban w aters in accustom ini! th e 
people to the presence of our flag as the 
sym bol of good will an d of our ships in 
th e fulfilment of the mission of p ro tec­ 
tion to A m erican interests, even th o u g h 
no imm* diate need therefor m ight exist. 
Accordingly, on th e 24th of J a n u a r y 
last, a fte r-c o n f rence w ith the S panish 
m inister, in which the renew al of visits 
of our w ar vessels to Spanish w aters w as 
discussed and accepted, the peninsular 
au th o rities at M adrid and H av a n a w ere 
advised of the purpose of this g o v ern ­ 
m en t to resum e friendly naval visits a t

th e p o rt of H avana. T his an n o u n cem en t 
w as received by the Spanish governm ent 
w ith appreciation of the friendly c h a ra c ­ 
te r of the visit of the Maine, an d w ith 
notification of intention to re tu rn the 
co u rtesy by sending Spanish ships to the 
principal 
ports 
of 
th e U nited 
States. 
M eanw hile the M aine entered the port of 
H a v a n a on the 25th of Ja n u ary , h er a r ­ 
rival being m ark ed w ith no special inci­ 
dent, besides the exchange of c u sto m a ry 
sa lu te s and cerem onial visits. 
T he Maine continued in the h arb o r d u r ­ 
ing tho th ree w eeks following her arrival. 
No appreciable excitem ent atten d ed her 
sta y . On the co ntrary, a feeling of relief 
a n d confidence followed the resum ption 
of the long Interrupted friendly in te r­ 
course. So noticeat le w as this im m ediate 
effect of her visit th a t the consul-general 
stro n g ly urged t h a t the presence of our 
ships In C uban w aters should be kept up 
by retaining the men a t H av an a, or, in 
th e event of h er recall, by sending o th er 
vessels th ere to tak e her place. 
A t forty m inutes past nine in the ev en ­ 
ing of the 15th of F eb ru a ry th e M aine 
w as destroyed by a n explosion, by w hich 
th e en tire fo rw ard p a rt of the ship w as 
u tte rly wrec kcd. 
In this ca ta stro p h e two 
officers an d 200 of h er crew perished, 
th e se who were not killed o u trig h t by h er 
explosion heingi penned between decks by 
th e tangle of w reckage and drowned by 
th e 
im m ediate sinking 
of

hull. 
P ro m p t assistance w as rendered by th e 
neighboring vessels anchored in the h a r ­ 
bor. aid being especially given by th e 
b o ats of the Spanish cruiser A lphonso 
X II. and the W a rd line ste am e r City of 
W ashington, w hich lay not fa r distan t. 
T h e wounded w ere generously oared for 
by the au th o rities of H avana, tho hospi 
tals being freely opened to them , while 
th e earliest recovered bodies of the dead 
w ere interred by the m unicipality in a 
public cem etery in the city. T rib u tes of 
grief nnd sy m p a th y w ere offered from 
all official q u a rte rs of the island. 
T h e A p p a llin g : C a l a m i t y 
fell upon the people of o u r co u try w .th 
•crushing force, an d for a brief tim e an in 
tense excitm ent prevailed, 
w hich in a 
com m unity less ju st and self-controlled 
th a n ours m ight h av e led to h asty ac ts 
in resentm ent. T his spirit, however, soon 
g av e w ay to the calm er processes of r e a ­ 
son, an d to the resolve to in v estig a te the 
fac ts and aw ait th e m a terial proof bofor* 
form ing ju d g m e n t as to tho cause, ’ho 
responsibility, and, if the facts w a r r a n t­ 
ed. th e rem edy due. This course neces­ 
sarily recom m ended itself from the o u t­ 
set to the executive for only In th e light 
of a dispassionately ascertained c e rta in ­ 
ty could it determ ine the 
n a tu re 
an d 
m e asu re of its full duty In the m a tter. 
T he usual procedure followed, as in all 
cases of casu alty or disaster to natio n al 
vessels of an y m aritim e state. A n av a l 
co u rt of inquiry was a t once organized 
com posed of officers well qualified 
by 
ra n k and 
practical 
experience to d is­ 
ch arg e the onerous du ty imposed upon 
them. 
Aided by a strong force of w reck ­ 
ers a n d divers the co u rt proceeded to 
m ak e a thorough investigation on the 
spot, em ploying every available m eans for 
the im p artial an d ex act determ ination of 
th e ir uses of tho explosion. Its o p era­ 
tions h av e been conducted w ith the u t ­ 
m ost 
deliberation 
and 
judgm ent, 
and 
w hile independently pursued no source 
of inform ation w as neglected and 
the 
fullest opp o rtu n ity w as allowed 
for a 
sim ultaneous investigation by the S p an ­ 
ish au th o rities 
The finding of the court of inquiry w as 
reached a fte r tw en ty -th ree days of con­ 
tin u o u s labor, on tho 21st of M arch inst., 
and having been approved on th e 22d by 
th e uommamier-ln-chletf of 
the U nited 
S tate s naval force on the N orth A tlan tic 
station, was tra n sm itte d to tho execu­ 
tive. 
It is herew ith laid before the congress, 
to g eth er with the volum inous testim ony 
tak en before the court, its p u rp o rt is in 
'brief as follows: 
W h en the Maine arrived a t H a v a n a 
she w as conducted by the reg u lar gov­ 
ern m e n t pilot to buoy No. 4. to w hich she 
w as moored in from five and one-half to 
six fath o m s of w ater. 
Tho sta te of discipline on board and 
th e condition of her m agazine, boilers, 
coal bunkers and storage co m p artm e n ts 
are passed in review, with the conclu­ 
sion th a t excellent order prevailed an d 
th a t no indication of an y cause for an 
in tern al explosion existed in an y q u arte r. 
A t 8 o ’clock in tho evening of Feb. 15 
ev e ry th in g had been reported secure and 
all w as quiet. 
At forty m inutes past nine o’clock the 
vessel was suddenly destroyed. 
There w ere two 
distinct 
explosions, 
w ith a brief interval between them . The 
first lifted the forw ard p a rt of the ship 
v ery perceptibly: the second, which w as

Washington, March 30.—A full syn­ 
opsis of tho 
report of 
tho {Spanish 
naval commission which Investigated 
the destruction of the battleship Maim* 
is here given by the Associated ITess. 
It is taken from a copy of the original 
report wldeh is n o w on its w a y from 
Havana, the synopais being cabled in 
the meantime and placed in the hands 
of the government. 
The conclusions 
reached are directly opposite to those 
in the report of the court of inquiry 
submitted to Congress. 
The synopsis 
is as follows: 
T he report co n tain s declarations m ade 
by occular w itnesses and experts. 
F rom 
these sta te m en ts it clearly deduces am i 
proves the absence of all those a tte n d a n t 
circum stances w hich are invariably p res­ 
en t on the occasion of the explosion of a 
torpedo. 
The evidence of w itnesses co m p arativ e­ 
ly clo-c* to the Maim* a t the m om ent is 
th a t only one explosion occurred; that no 
colum n of w a te r was throw n into the 
air; th a t no shock to the side of the n e a r ­ 
est vessel w as felt, nor on land was any 
v ibration noticed, an d th a t no dead fish 
were found. 
The evidence of the senior m a s te r of 
the h arbor sta te s th ere are abundance of 
fish in the h arb o r and that is corroborated 
by o th er w itnesses.

In this ca ta stro p h e tw’o 
officers a n d 200 of lier crew perished, 
th e se who w ere not killed o u trig h t by her 
explosion being! penned betw een decks by

P ro m p t assista n ce w as rendered by the 
neighboring vessels anchored in th e h a r ­ 
bor. aid being especially given by th e 
b o ats of the Spanish cru iser Alphonso 
X II. and th e W a rd line ste am e r City of 
W ash in g to n , w hich lay not fa r distant. 
T h e w ounded w ere generously cared for 
by th e au th o rities of H av an a, th e hospi­ 
ta ls being freely opened to them , while 
th e ea rliest recovered bodies of the dead 
w ere in terred by the m unicipality in a 
public cem etery in the city. T rib u tes of 
grief an d sy m p a th y w ere offered from 
all official q u a rte rs of the island. 
T h e A p p a l l i n g C a l a m i t y 
fell upon th e people of ou r coutry w ith 
•crushing force, and for a brief tim e an in­ 
te n se exeitm ent prevailed, 
w hich in 
co m m unity less Just an d s e lf- c s tr o lle d 
th a n ours m ight have led to h asty acts 
in resentm ent. T his spirit, how ever, soon 
grave w ay to the calm er processes of r e a ­ 
son, and to th e resolve to In v estig ate tile 
fac ts an d aw a it the m aterial proof before 
form ing Judgm ent as to tho cause, ‘ho 
responsibility, and, if th e facts w a r r a n t­ 
ed. th e rem edy duo. T his course neces­ 
sarily recom m ended itself from th e out 
set to the executive for only in th e light 
of a dispassionately ascertain ed c e rta in ­ 
ty could it determ ine the 
n a tu re

m e a su re of its full duty in th e m a tte r. 
T h e u sual procedure followed, as in all 
cases of ca su alty or d isaste r to national 
vessels of any m aritim e state.

them . Aided by a strong force of w reck ­

T h e finding of the court of inquiry w as 
reached a fte r tw en ty -th re e days of con­ 
tin u o u s labor, on tho 21st of M arch inst., 
an d hav in g been approved on the 22d by

S ta te s n av a l force on the N o rth A tlantic 
station, wa* tran sm itted to tho execu­ 
tive. 
It is herew ith laid before th e congress, 
to g e th er w ith the volum inous testim ony 
ta k e n before tho court, its p u rp o rt is in 
b r i e f as follows:

the Maine arriv ed a t H av a n a 
she w as conduct* d by the reg u lar gov­ 
e rn m e n t pilot to buoy No. 4, to whieh she 
wats m oored in from five und one-half to 
six fath o m s of water. 
T ho sta te of discipline on board and 
th e condition of her m agazine, hollers, 
coal b unkers and storage c o m p a rtm e n ts 
a re passed In review, w ith th e conclu­ 
sion th a t excellent order prevailed and 
t h a t no indication of any cause for an 
Internal explosion existed in an y q u a rte r 
A t 8 o ’clock in the evening of Fob. 15 
ev e ry th in g had been reported secure and 
all w as quiet. 
A t fo rty m inutes past nine o’clock the 
vessel w as suddenly destroyed.

1. T h a t the U nited S tates battlesh ip 
M aine arriv ed in the H a rb o r of H av an a, 
Cuba, on the 25th day of J a n u a ry , IMPS, 
and w as ta k e n to buoy No. 4, in from 
five an d one-half to six fath o m s of w ater, 
by th e reg u la r g overnm ent pilot. Tho 
U nited S tate s consul-general a t H a v a n a 
h ad notified the au th o rities a t th a t place, 
th e previous evening, of the intended a r ­ 
rival of th e Maine. 
2. T he sta te of discipline on board th e 
M aine w as excellent, an d all orders and 
reg u latio n s in reg ard to th e care and 
sa fe ty of the ship w ere strictly carried 
out. 
All am m u n itio n w as stow ed aw ay 
in accordance

instructions, an d 
proper Caro w as ta k e n w henever a m m u ­ 
nition w as handled. N othing w as stow ed 
in an y one of the m agazines or shell 
room s w hich w as n o t perm itted to bo 
stow ed there. T he m agazines and shell 
room s wrere a lw ay s locked afte r bavin*! 
been opened ;and a fte r th e destruction of 
th e M aine the keys w ere found in their 
proper place in th e c a p ta in ’s cabin, every 
th in g hav in g been reported secure th a t 
evening a t 8 p. rn. 
Tile tem p eratu re s of tile m agazines and 
shell room s w ere ta k en daily and re ­ 
ported. T h e only m agazine which h ad an 
undue a m o u n t of h eat w as tile afte r ten- 
inch m agazine, and th a t did not explode 
a t the tim e the M aine w as destroyed. The 
torpedo w ar heads w ere all stored in the 
a fte r p a rt of the ship under the w ard 
room, and n either caused nor p articipated 
in th e destruction of tile Maine.

those hunkers adjoining the fo rw ard m a ­ 
gazines and shell room s fo u r were em pty, 
nam ely R 3, IT 4, B 5, ll 0. “A 15” had 
been iii use th a t day and ‘‘A IO” w’as full 
of new’ river coal. T his coal h ad been 
carefully Inspected before receiving it on 
board. T h e b u n k er in which it w as stow ed 
w’as accessible on th ree sides a t all tim es, 
an d tho fo u rth side a t th is tim e on a c ­ 
count of b unkers “ B 4” and ” B 0” being 
em pty. T his b u n k er “ A IO” h ad ebon in­ 
spected th a t day by the engineer officer 
on duty. 
T he lire alarm s in tile bunkers w ere in 
w’orking order, an d th ere had never been 
a case of spontaneous com bustion of coal 
on board the Maine. 
T he tw o a fte r boilers of the ship w ere 
in use a t the tim e of the disaster, b u t for 
au x ilia ry purposes only w ith a c o m p a ra ­ 
tively low pressure of steam , an d being 
tended by a reliable w atch. Those boil­ 
ers could not have caused the explosion 
of th e ship. 
The fo u r fo rw a rd boilers 
h av e since been found by tile divers and 
are in a fair condition.

W ashington, March SO.—A full syn­ 
opsis of the 
report of 
the Spanish 
naval com m ission which investigated 
the destruction of the battleship Maine 
is here given by tile A ssociated Press. 
It is taken from a copy of the original 
report w hich is now ou its w ay from 
H avana, the synopsis being cabled in 
the m eantim e and placed in the hands 
of the governm ent. 
T he conclusions 
reached are directly opposite to those 
in the report of Hie court of inquiry 
subm itted to Congress. 
T he synopsis 
is as follows: 
T h e report contains d eclarations mad© 
by occular w itnesses and expert h. 
From 
these sta te m en ts It clearly deduces and 
proves Hie absence of all those a tte n d a n t 
circum stances whieh are Invariably pres 
en t on the occasion of the explosion of a 
torpedo. 
T he evidence of witnesses co m p arativ e­ 
ly close to the Maine a t the m om ent is 
th a t only one explosion occurred; th a t no 
colum n of w a te r was th ro w n into the 
air; th a t no shock to Hie side of th e n e a r­ 
est vessel w as felt, nor on land w as any 
v ibration noticed, and th a t no dead fish 
w ere found. 
The evidence of tile senior m a ste r of 
the h a rb o r s ta te s there are abundance of 
fish in the h a rb o r nml th a t is corroborated 
by o th e r witnesses. 
The a s sista n t engi­ 
neer of w orks sta te s th a t a fte r the explo 
sions m ade d u rin g th** execution of w orks 
in the h arb o r he alw ays found dead fish 
The divers w ere unable to exam ine the 
bottom of th e Maine, which w as burl* 
in the mud, b u t a careful exam ination 
of the sines of the vessel, th e ren ts and 
breaks in w hich all point o u tw a rd shows 
w ith o u t a doubt th a t tile explosion was 
from th e Inside. A m inute exam ination 
of th© bottom of the h arb o r around tho 
verso! show s absolutely no sign of the 
notion of a torpedo, and th e Jir2p* a d ­ 
vocate of the com mission can mid no 
precedent for Hie explosion of the slot age 
m agazine of a vessel by a torpedo. 
Tile report m akes clear th a t owing to 
th e special n a tu re of the proceedings fol­ 
lowed and tho absolute respect shown 
for Hie e x tra territo rial rights of tho 
Maine, 
th e com mission 
h as been 
pre­ 
vented from m aking such an exam ination 
of the inside of Ha* vessel as would de­ 
term ine even the hypothesis the internal 
origin of the accident^ T his is to la; at­ 
tributed 
to 
the reg rettab le 
refusal 
to 
perm it of the necessary co-operation of 
Hie Spanish commission by which 
the 
com m ander an d crew of th** Maine and 
the different com m anders com missioned 
to Investigate Hie cause of th** accident, 
and Int* r on with those em ployed in s a l­ 
vage work. 
The report finishes by sta tin g Hint an 
exam ination of the inside and outside of 
the Maine as soon as such exam ination 
m ay be possible as also of tin* bottom 
w here the vessel rests, will prove that, 
supposing tile rem ains (of th** wreck) 
not to he totally or p artially altered in 
the process of extraction, tile explosion 
w as undoubtedly due to some Interior 
cause.

COTTON CHOPPER. 


Machine Invented by an Alabama Plaatei 
Sa vee Much Labor. 
Captain D. A. Yarborough, a wealthy 
planter near Athena, Ala., has invented 
a machine which he olaims will revolu­ 
tionize the cotton growing industry. It 
is a cotton chopper. The machine wa* 
set up in his plantation last year as an 
experiment and did such good work 
that Captain Yarborough decided to 
start manufacturing it. 
Tho invention was the w'ork of neces­ 
sity, caused by a strike among Captain 
Yarborough’s negro farmhands in the 
middle of the picking season. The chop 
per does the work of from IO to 15 
hands, chopping 15 to 80 acres of cot 
ton per day and leaving tho soil in 
much better tillable condition than if 
done by hand. The construction of the 
machine is so simple that any country 
blacksmith or woodworker can build 
one.—St. Louis Glohe-Demoorat.

A F am ily Affliction. 
Wesley Ayres, of Green Bay, Wis., 
during the last four years, has lost three 
sons by drowning. 
The third son, a 
lad of eight years, was drowned about 
a fortnight ago, while fishing. 
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Q u a lity , Sol Q u a n tity . 
A mistake in mating means a g r at 
deal. 
It is like a farmer planting poor 
Seed corn and in the fall being 
re­ 
warded for his season’s work by nub- 
bings, writes T. F. Uigg in American 
Poultry Journal. 
The most common 
mistake in mating pens is putting in 
too many females. 
This is especially 
true of tiie beginner who has but one 
pen. 
He has raised IS to 20 pullets 
from two or three sittings of eggs pur­ 
chased of a reliable breeder. 
The birds 
are an even lot In appearance, and he 
takes it for granted all will make good 
breeders. 
Here is where lie makes a 
great mistake. 
He should 
critically 
examine each female, after 
selecting 
tlie male bird. 
He should take only 
Hie very best of these, and if he finds 
but three or four which fulfill the re­ 
quirements, these 
and 
these 
alone 
should be used in the breeding pens. 
Hy so doing lie will raise stock supe­ 
rior to that he would secure by sim ­ 
ply putting In the pen as many fe­ 
males as the male can care for regard­ 
less of fitness. 
In the fall he will 
have a uniform and valuable lot of 
chicks, with but few culls. 
He can 
give these chicks better care during 
the summer than he could give three 
or four times the number. 
I like to 
breed from nature birds, but as all our 
birds must be pullets or cockerels be­ 
fore they are matrons and sires we 
must use them very often 
the first 
year. 
If possible mate pullets to a two 
or three year old cock. 
In such a male 
bird we have known quality, for most 
defects in a bird come out at the time 
of the first moulting and surely at the 
second moulting. 
Two-year-old hens 
mated to a cockerel Is a most satisfac­ 
tory and successful mating. 
We 
all 
learn by experience that chicks from 
hens are more vigorous 
than chicks 
from pullets. 
Remember that In 
a 
marked degree “ like 
produces like.” 
Do not put a fowl into your breeding 
pen that is seriously defective in any 
point. 
Do not make a mistake 
in 
supposing that an extra fine male will 
overcome serious defects in his mates. 
It takes a strong point in either parent 
to overcome even a weak one in the 
other parent. 
The male bird may be 
half the pen, but lie is not, and can 
not be more. 
As stated, keep the fe­ 
males down in number, looking 
to 
quality only. Select the very best male 
bird you have and choose the females 
as nearly like him as possible. Instead 
of 
balancing defects and merit 
and 
putting in any large number of fe­ 
males. 
This thing of balancing de­ 
fects and merit and expecting a pen 
containing a large number of females 
of only ordinary quality to give us a 
lot of extra fine stock is a delusion and 
fraud. 


A Poultry Talk. 
(Condensed from Farm ers’ Review Sten 
ographlc Report of Illinois Round up In­ 
stitution, held at Champaign, Feb. 21-23.) 
The poultry interests of Illinois were 
set fortli by Hon. H, S. Griffith, who 
said in part: 
"Uniformity of size and color 
of 
meat is highly preferred in shipments 
for market. 
Let your flock of poultry 
be uniform for the same reasons that 
you seek uniformity in your herd-of 
cattle or swine. 
Do not condemn a va­ 
riety because some unscrupulous fel­ 
low succeeded in getting off 
on* you 
some unrepresentative specimens 
at 
high prices. 
Buy your breeding stock 
of a fancier, a real live, wide-awake 
chicken crank. 
I do not mean that sort 
of a fancier who fancies fowls because 
they bring fancy prices, but a real lov­ 
er of fowls, a man who observes the 
good qualities of a certain strain, and 
goes to work to develop that strain. 
After a breed lias been chosen, 
the 
stock secured and the farmer has fully 
decided to go into poultry raising, a 
few observations will not be out 
of 
place. 
First, as to shelter and ground. 
From my observations at the different 
farms upon which I have seen poultry 
1 believe this is the essential thing in 
starting; fowls must have shelter from 
rain and storm. They cannot stand the 
winter. 
The shelter should be made so 
tight that they are free from drafts. 
They are tender in the matter of con­ 
tracting colds. 
In regard to sanitary 
conditions, I think the cause of more 
failures than anything else, and all the 
diseases we have among our fowls may 
be traced back to a lack of good sani­ 
tary conditions. 
Filth breeds vermin, 
and vermin is the 
source 
of 
nine- 
tenths of the disease that carries 
off 
our poultry. 
The keeping clean 
of 
poultry houses is a 
very important 
thing. 
Many times the young chicks 
are kept in the same coops until they 
are weaned and put into the trees. They 
will acquire 
vermin 
and 
come 
out 
weak. 
“ in the matter of feeding on the farm 
many times the poultry are allowed to 
forage, and they find plenty of food, 
but it does not come in the proper way 
nor is it of 
the proper kind. 
They 
should be fed what suits them at that 
age. 
I think young chicks on a farm 
are usually starved. 
They have plenty 
of food in a general way, but of food 
suiting them they do not get enough, 
and they come up starved until they 
got whole corn, and then they get more 
than they need. 
In conclusion, I want 
to say that if the Illinois farm is to 
be preserved in all its fertility, more 
fowls should be raised, and the pro­ 
ducts should be more varied. 
More 
land should be devoted to vegetables, 
and the delicious berries 
and larger 
fruits; more honey should be produced 
and more fowls, as well as the heavier 
products, for which our state is known. 
Make the farm home so sweet that he 


who leaves it in aspiring youth will 
have none but pleasant recollections.” 


O n e K i n d o f C o u n t e r f e i t I n g . 
The Minnesota law which 
requires 
oleomargarine, butterine, etc., to 
be 
colored a bright pink, in order 
that 
people who wish to use it may know 
it at sight, and not have butter palmed 
off on them as a substitute, has again 
been decided constitutional, this time 
by Judge Lochren of the United States 
District Court, says Texas Stock and 
Farm Journal. 
If this decision holds 
it may lead to further legislation thor­ 
ough enough to gradually force out of 
the market all imitations of food prod­ 
ucts, or limit their sales to the demand 
of those who know just what they are 
buying. 
Every farmer and dairyman 
in Texas is interested in having such 
a law as the 
Minnesota 
enactment 
adopted and rigorously enforced in our 
own state. 
A good deal has been said 
to the discredit of Texas because so 
much food stuff that ought to be pro­ 
duced here is brought In from other 
states, and butter, so-called, is one of 
the articles largely brought from else­ 
where, though a large proportion of 
the Northern “butter” is one or other 
of the imitations, so cheaply made as 
to be an Injury to those who manufac­ 
ture the pure article. 
The Journal has 
not a word to say condemnatory of 
any legitimate competition with 
any 
industry of our people. 
As against 
such competition we can either hold 
our own, or we can surrender the po­ 
sition and occupy another. 
But these 
mixtures In imitation of butter and 
lard and pure syrup and a score of oth­ 
er food articles are frauds, pure 
and 
simple, and the government does not 
fulfill its duty to the citizen when it 
gives license to such frauds to meet the 
honest prod lets of our industry, so dis­ 
guised that only experts can tell the 
true from the false by the appearance 
of each. 
The man who 
adulterates 
food or manufactures 
imitations 
of 
pure food and fraudulently palms them 
off for commercial gain is on the same 
plane as the man who raises the fig­ 
ures on a note or counterfeits a coir., 
and the com m unity ought to have the 
same protection against him. 


Value of Tuberculin. 
Arguments which have been 
used 
against the tuberculin test are m en­ 
tioned and refuted, and it is shown 
that where there is a possibility 
of 
danger there is danger, says a contem ­ 
porary. 
An apparently sound udder 
does 
not 
guarantee 
non-tuberculous 
milk. 
The preponderance of tubercu­ 
losis with poor ventilation, but good 
stables and ventilation do not neces­ 
sarily prevent infection. 
The tuber­ 
culin test is both accurate and practi­ 
cal, and it is not injurious to the health 
of a sound animal. 
With those that 
are tuberculosis it may have a cura­ 
tive effect when the 
infection 
has 
been recent or is of limited extent, and 
it may aid a tendency to recover in 
other cases. 
The author is of the opin­ 
ion that the tuberculin test should be 
made a condition of the granting 
of 
licenses to sell, and should be 
made 
twice a year. 
Only tested bulls should 
be used, and calves from tuberculous 
mothers should be reared upon milk 
from non-tuberculous cow’s 
or 
upon 
sterilized milk. 
Relative to the sub­ 
ject of tuberculous attendants for cat­ 
tle the author thinks that the danger 
from this source has been over-esti­ 
mated. 


French Butter Losing the English 
Market.— From a report recently 
is­ 
sued by the French government, a re­ 
markable decline in the exportation 
of French butter to the United K ing­ 
dom is noticed.

Value of Tuberculin. 
Arguments which have been 
used 
against the tuberculin test are men­ 
tioned and refuted, and it is shown 
that where there is a possibility 
of 
danger there is danger, says a contem­ 
porary. 
An apparently sound udder 
does not guarantee non-tuberculous 
milk. 
The preponderance of tubercu­ 
losis with poor ventilation, but good 
stables and ventilation do not neces­ 
sarily prevent infection. 
The tuber­ 
culin test is both accurate and practi­ 
cal, and it is not injurious to the health 
of a sound animal. 
With those that 
are tuberculosis it may have a cura­ 
tive effect when the 
infection 
has 
been recent or is of limited extent, and 
it may aid a tendency to recover in 
other cases. 
The author is of the opin­ 
ion that the tuberchlin test should be 
made a condition of the granting 
of 
licenses to sell, and should be jnade 
twice a year. 
Only tested bulls should 
be used, and calves from tuberculous 
mothers should be reared upon milk 
from non-tuberculous cows 
or 
upon 
sterilized milk. 
Relative to the sub­ 
ject of tuberculous attendants for cat­ 
tle the author thinks that the danger 
from this source has been over-esti­ 
mated.

A Xew Bicycle Ilrake. 
A brake adapted for use on a bicy­ 
cle was made the subject o f a recent 
patent. 
The invention consists of a p neum at­ 
ic piston and cylinder which is fa st­ 
ened to the frame of the bicycle. The 
pteton is provided with a plunger rod, 
extending outward from the cylinder, 
ami is shaped into a spring bow at its 
end, upon the ■ends of which is fast­ 
ened a span of pliant material, such as 
leather. The cylinder of the device is 
positioned on the frame of the bicycle 
so as to allow clearance of the span 
with the wheel, and when set by pneu­ 
matic pressure it engages with said 
wheel and retards its motion. 
A rubber tube connects with a bulb, 
Held within convenient reach of the 
rider on tlie handle bars, and is a d a p t­ 
ed, when depressed by the hand, to set 
the brake and hold it set until Hie 
bulb is released.

About Shredded Corn 
Fodder. 
To the Editor of The F arm ers’ Re­ 
view: 
I have read with considerable 
interest the remarks at 
the 
Illinois 
State Dairymen’s convention on the 
subject of corn fodder, as given in your 
paper of Dth and 16th insts. 
While 
those discussing the matter realize the 
great value of corn fodder as a feed 
j product when properly prepared, their 
comparisons with other feed has 
not 
quite reached the experience of some 
others. 
Mr. Giles Green, one of the 
largest farmers in 
Whiteside county 
stated before a convention of farmers 
that he had tested the value of shred­ 
ded fodder with good timothy hay as 
a feed for horses. 
He took a pair of 
good healthy horses and weighed into 
the manger all the hay the pair 
of 
horses could eat in twenty-four hours 
and took out of the manger and weigh­ 
ed what they had not eaten, and did 
the same with 
shredded fodder, and 
found the horses had eaten only four 
teen pounds of shredded fodder and 
had eaten thirty-seven pounds of tim ­ 
othy hay. 
The difference 
being 
2!£ 
times more hay to satisfy the horses 
than fodder, which was an astonishing 
statement to the farmers present. 
Mr 
Green has fed but little hay to either 
horses or cattle. 
He finds the fodder 
is much more satisfactory than hay 
and feeds from 150 to 200 head of cat­ 
tle, also a large number of horses each 
year. 
The value of the fodder as 
feed depends on the time it is cut off. 
It has been found that the proper time 
to cut off the fodder and get It into 
the shock is after the kernels of 
the 
ear begin to dent, which is an evidence 
that the drying 
process 
has 
com­ 
menced, after which the development 
or growth of 
the corn 
has 
ceased 
When cut at this stage the corn, when 
shelled, will weigh more to the bushel 
than when left to dry on the stalk lie- 
fore cutting. 
Cause, the 
kernel will 
dry quicker and harder in the shock 
than when left on the stalk on 
the 
ground. When dried on the stalk each 
kernel will have a pithy end, which 
helps to make up the bulk to the meas­ 
ure, but does not add to the weight. 
When cut at this stage the saccharine 
matter which produces the ear is still 
inherent in the stalk, which is pre 
served by drying after being cut off, 
and adds to the quality of the fodder. 
When horses are fed on timothy hay 
their bowels become distended 
and 
cause more or less constipation, while 
with fodder the bowels can be kept in 
a healthy condition, making the evac 
uations easier and more healthy. 
The 
same result will be noticeable in feed­ 
ing cattle or sheep. 
When fodder 
is 
plentiful feed it liberally, and what Is 
not eaten may be used for bedding. 
It will make 
better 
bedding 
than 
straw, as it absorbs the liquids 
and 
droppings of the animals better. 
As a 
feed for milk cows it is far better than 
any kind of hay. It will produce more 
milk and richer in butter fat than can 
be attained from feeding hay. 
I think 
Prof. Sanborn has given out as the re 
suit of experience with shredded fod­ 
der that when properly prepared it is 
better feed for cows 
than 
ensilage; 
while ensilage may produce 
a larger 
flow of milk, the milk will not be so 
rich in butter fat, nor will the butter 
keep so well as when the cows are fed 
on dry fodder. 
The 
condensed milk 
factory at Dixon, Illinois, will not buy 
milk from cows fed on ensilage, as 
they claim the milk will not keep so 
well. 
1 am glad to see this discussion 
going on in reference to the value of 
corn fodder. 
The farmers in the corn 
growing belt have wasted enough of 
their corn crop by letting the fodder 
stand in the field to pay the national 
debt every year, being satisfied to go 
into the field and take the ear of corn 
and letting the stalk go to waste, which 
contains as much feeding value to the 
farmer as the ear, although it is not 
worth as much as a commercial com­ 
modity. 
There are many farmers who 
are not aware that the stalk on which 
the corn grows 
is 
about equal 
in 
weight to the ear of corn, that is. a 
field of corn which will produce two 
tons of corn to the acre will produce 
the same weight of fodder. 
I believe 
I was the first person to bring into no­ 
tice shredded corn fodder as a valuable 
feed, and I have some other experi­ 
ments in process which will be a won­ 
derful development to the farmers in 
the further manipulation of corn fod­ 
der as a feed which will show results 
that have never been attained, and will 
still further increase the value of the 
corn crop. 


Koine Wheat Experiments. 
At the Kansas 
experiment station 
some experiments have been carried 
on in wheat culture, and the following 
summary is published in bulletin 71: 
1. Wheat grown continuously with­ 
out manure on 
a measured acre for 
seventeen years in succession has pro­ 
duced an average yearly yield of 19.57 
bushels. The crop was completely win­ 
ter-killed during three of these years, 
so that only fourteen crops were har­ 
vested, and two of them were partly 
winter-killed. The average yield of the 
fourteen crops harvested is 23.76 bush­ 
els. 
2. Subsoiling for wheat has not ben­ 
efited the yield. 
It has, on the con­ 
trary, apparently reduced 
the 
yield 
over that on surface-plowed ground in 
nearly every instance it has been tried. 
3. As to the time of seeding wheat, 
the results of the past season’s experi­ 
ments confirm those of former years. 
The best yields were 
obtained 
from 
seedlngs made about the third week in 
September. 


4 . The rotation experiments are Just 


beginning to give results, though they 
have not run long enough as yet 
to 
warrant definite conclusions. 
They do 
show, however, that a yearly applica­ 
tion of twenty tons of barn-yard m a­ 
nure to the acre is decidedly detrimen­ 
tal, in that it 
causes 
an 
excessive 
growth of straw and a failure to devel­ 
op kernel. 
5. The 
rotation 
experiments 
In 
which wheat is followed by some le­ 
guminous catch-erop. sown as soon as 
the wheat is harvested and removed 
or plowed under in time to again sow 
the ground to wheat that same fall, 
have only just been begun, the past 
year being the only season in which 
wheat has been grown on this plan. 
The wheat seeded on soy-bean stubble 
gave the best yields. 
6. The test of varieties Is of special 
interest the present year, in th a t 
it 
shows the comparative hardiness 
of 
some fifty leading varieties grown at 
the station for several years. 
Out of 
the whole num ber only 
the Turkey, 
Tasmanian Red and 
Crimean with­ 
stood the severe freeze in November 
so as to yield at the rate of ten bushels 
or more per acre. 


Spray In Thin*. 
Every fruit grower should own 
a 
spraying apparatus and should apply 
Bordeaux 
mixture 
once 
before 
the 
blossoms open, second time just as the 
flowers are opening and again when 
apples are about the size of peas and 
a fourth and fifth spraying at intervals 
of about three weeks thereafter, says 
a bulletin from the Oklahoma station. 
This should prevent apple scab and 
fungi that attack the foliage. 
The 50 
gallon formula for Bordeaux mixture 
is as follows: Water, 50 gallons; Blue 
stone, 6 pounds, unslacked 
lime, 
4 
pounds; take one head out of a 50- 
gallon vinegar barrel and till half full 
of water. 
Tie up C pounds of blue 
stone in a piece of gunny sacking and 
suspend U from a stick across the top 
of the barrel, beneath the surface of 
the water. 
In another vessel slack 4 
pounds of lime to a smooth paste free 
from lumps 
and 
grit. 
When 
the 
smooth paste is obtained add enough 
water to make 25 gallons. 
This Is 
called the milk of lime and m ust be 
well stirred before using. It will 
be 
found very convenient to cut a 50-gal­ 
lon barrel In two, making two 25-gal­ 
lon tubs. 
H aving a 50-gallon barrel 
empty, each of two persons should take 
a bucket and into the barrel one should 
pour the milk of lime while the other 
at the same time pours In the blue 
stone solution. 
When all is mixed 
thoroughly, a steel knife blade should 
be held in the solution for one minute 
and then examined. 
If the steel takes 
on a copper color more lime m ust be 
added, but if It does not the prepara­ 
tion is ready for use. 


Curing Clover on Racks.— Tn a Ger­ 
man paper M. Maerckler gives a de­ 
scription of the methods of curing clo­ 
ver and alfalfa on racks instead of in 
the open field. 
This proves to be of 
great advantage 
in 
seasons 
where 
there is much wet weather at haying 
time. 
It is, of course, more expensive 
than curing the same crops in the open 
field, but perhaps this cost 
is more 
than overbalanced by the more nutri 
tive condition of the crops. 
There ie 
also an increased yield over field cur­ 
ing, and this alone the author claims 
ir 
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unurotected from the weather. 


Protection 
from Girdling. — Where 
fruit trees are kept cultivated there is 
little danger from their being girdled 
by mice or rabbits if the ground is free 
from weeds or trash of any kind. 
But 
around the edges of the orchard there 
is often danger of the pests coming in 
from the outside and doing their work. 
Mr. S. C. Rowell says in an exchange 
that the greatest danger is likely to 
occur in orchards that are in sod or 
near woodland. 
Old trees seldom are 
attacked, but young ones should always 
receive some protection. 
Where no th ­ 
ing but mice are feared the simplest 
and easiest protection Is a bank 
of 
earth heaped up around the base of 
the tree to the height of a foot. 
If this 
has been neglected a solid tram ping of 
the snow around the trunks will turn 
the mice away. 


Gardens in 
Alaska.—-Nearly 
every 
village has a number of gardens 
in 
which, in spite of very indifferent cul­ 
tivation between planting and harvest, 
potatoes, turnips, ruta-bagas, cabbages, 
cauliflowers, 
peas, 
carrots, radishes 
lettuce, onions, etc. are grown. Some 
form of bedding the soil Is practiced 
nearly everywhere but the greatest evil 
is the tendency of crowding through 
planting too closely. 
Close 
planting 
seems nearly always the rule, and It 
results in such a complete shading of 
the ground th at the sun’s rays rarely 
or never strike the soil. Poor drainage 
is often an accompaniment of 
close 
planting, and, with the rank growth 
of weeds it is no wonder th a t meager 
results are obtained. 


Grasses in Alaska.—The southwest­ 
ern region of Alaska is characterized 
by its wealth of grasses, many of the 
grasses common to the United States 
being found there. 
In the southeast­ 
ern part of the territory common tim ­ 
othy and orchard grass do exceedingly 
well. 
Nor are these the only fodder 
plants. 
White clover is spreading ev­ 
erywhere; 
red clover has apparently 
not been given a thorough trial, al­ 
though here and there it grows vigor­ 
ously. A native vetch is abundant in 
pasture lands, and is said to be readily 
eaten by stock. 


In newly cleared countries the first 
use that can be made of the land Is 
for pasturage for dairy cows. The land 
can be seeded before the 3tumps 
are 
cleared, the stumps being allowed to 
rot by the processes of nature.

A bout S hredded Corn 
Fodder. 
To the Editor of The F arm ers’ Re­ 
view: 
I have read with considerable 
interest the rem arks at 
the 
Illinois 
State D airym en’s convention on the 
subject of corn fodder, as given in your 
paper of 9th and 16th insts. 
W hile 
those discussing the m atter realize the 
great value of corn fodder as a feed 
product when properly prepared, their 
comparisons with other feed has 
not 
quite reached the experience of some 
others. 
Mr. Giles Green, one of the 
largest farm ers in 
W hiteside county 
stated before a convention of farm ers 
that he had tested the value of shred­ 
ded fodder with good tim othy hay as 
a feed for horses. 
He took a pair of 
good healthy horses and weighed into 
the m anger all the hay the pair 
of 
horses could eat in tw enty-four hours, 
and took out of the m anger and weigh­ 
ed w hat they had not eaten, and did 
the same with 
shredded fodder, aud 
found the horses had eaten only four­ 
teen pounds of shredded fodder and 
had eaten thirty-seven pounds of tim ­ 
othy hay. 
The difference 
being 
2% 
times more hay to satisfy tho horses 
than fodder, which was an astonishing 
statem ent to the farm ers present. 
Mr. 
Green has fed but little hay to either 
horses or cattle. 
He finds the fodder 
is much more satisfactory than hay, 
and feeds from 150 to 200 head of cat­ 
tle, also a large num ber of horses each 
year. 
The value of the fodder as a 
feed depends on the tim e it is cut off. 
It has been found th a t the proper time 
to cut off the fodder and get it into 
the shock is after the kernels of 
the 
ear begin to dent, which is an evidence 
th at the drying 
process 
has 
com­ 
menced, after which the development 
or growth of 
the corn 
has 
ceased. 
W hen cut at this stage the corn, when 
shelled, will weigh m ore to the bushel 
than when left to dry on the stalk be­ 
fore cutting. 
Cause, the 
kernel will 
dry quicker and harder In the shock 
than when left on the stalk on 
the 
ground. 
W hen dried on the stalk each 
kernel will have a pithy end, which 
helps to make up the bulk to the m eas­ 
ure, but does not add to the weight 
W hen cut at this stage the saccharine 
m atter which produces the ear is still 
inherent in the stalk, which is pre­ 
served by drying after being cut off, 
and adds to the quality of the fodder. 
W hen horses are fed on tim othy hay 
their bowels become distended 
and 
cause more or less constipation, while 
with fodder the bowels can be kept in 
a healthy condition, m aking the evac­ 
uations easier and m ore healthy. 
The 
same result will be noticeable in feed­ 
ing cattle or sheep. 
W hen fodder 
is 
plentiful feed it liberally, and what Is 
not eaten may be used for bedding. 
It will m ake 
better 
bedding 
than 
straw, as it absorbs the liquids 
and 
droppings of the anim als better. 
As a 
feed for milk cows It is far better than 
any kind of hay. It will produce more 
milk and richer in butter fat than can 
be attained from feeding hay. I think 
Prof. Sanborn has given out as the re 
suit of experience with shredded fod­ 
der th a t when properly prepared It is 
better feed for cows 
th an 
ensilage; 
while ensilage may produce 
a larger 
flow of milk, the m ilk will not be so 
rich in butter fat, nor will the butter 
keep so well as when the cows are fed 
on dry fodder. 
The 
condensed m ilk 
factory at Dixon, Illinois, will not buy 
m ilk from cows fed on ensilage, as 
they claim the m ilk will not keep so 
well. 
I am glad to see this discussion 
going on in reference to the value of 
corn fodder. 
The farm ers in the corn 
growing belt have wasted enough of 
their corn crop by letting the fodder 
stand in the field to pay the national 
debt every year, being satisfied to go 
into the field and take the ear of corn 
and letting the stalk go to waste, which 
contains as much feeding value to the 
farm er as the ear, although it is not 
worth as much as a commercial com­ 
modity. 
There are m any farm ers who 
are not aw are that the stalk on which 
the corn grows 
is 
about equal 
in 
weight to the ear of corn, that is. a 
field of corn which will produce two 
tons of corn to the acre will produce 
the same weight c t fodder. 
I believe 
I was the first person to bring into no­ 
tice shredded corn fodder as a valuable 
feed, and I have some other experi­ 
m ents in process which will be a won­ 
derful development to the farm ers in 
the further m anipulation of corn fod 
der as a feed which will show results 
that have never been attained, and will 
still further increase the value of the 
corn crop. 


beginning to give results, though they 
have not ru n long enough as yet 
to 
w arrant definite conclusions.

show, however, that a yearly applica­ 
tion of twenty tons of barn-yard m a­ 
nure to the acre is decidedly detrim en­ 
tal, in th at It

guminous catch-crop, sown as soon aa 
the wheat is 1 harvested and removed 
or plowed under in time to again sow 
the ground to wheat th a t same fall. 
have only just been begun, the past 
year being the only season in which 
wheat has been grown on this plan. 
The wheat seeded on soy-bean stubble 
gave the best yields. 
6. The test of varieties is of special 
interest the present year, in that 
It 
shows the comparative hardiness 
of 
some fifty leading varieties grown at 
tho station for several years. 
Out of 
the whole num ber only 
the I urkey, 
Tasm anian Red and 
Crimean w ith­ 
stood the severe freeze in November 
so as to yield at the rate of ten bushels 
or more per acre. 


Spring Medicine 


Spray In Tim e. 
Every fruit grower should own 
a 
spraying apparatus and should apply 
Bordeaux 
m ixture 
once 
before the 
blossoms open, second tim e Just as the 
flowers are opening and again when 
apples are about the size of peas and 
a fourth and fifth spraying at intervals 
of about three weeks thereafter, says 
a bulletin from the Oklahom a station. 
This should prevent apple scab and 
fungi th a t attack the foliage. 
The GO 
gallon form ula for Bordeaux m ixture 
is as follows: W ater, 50 gallons; Blue 
stone, 6 pounds, unslacked 
lime, 
4 
pounds; take one head out of a 50- 
gallon vinegar barrel and fill half full 
of water. 
Tie up 6 pounds of blue 
stone in a piece of gunny sacking and 
suspend Ii from a stick across the top 
of the barrel, beneath the surface of 
the water. 
In another vessel slack 4 
pounds of lime to a smooth paste free 
from lum ps 
and 
grit. 
W hen 
the 
smooth paste Is obtained add enough 
w ater to m ake 25 gallons. 
This Is 
called the milk of lime and m ust be 
well stirred before using. 
It will be 
found very convenient to cut a GO-gal- 
lon barrel in two, m aking two 25-gal­ 
lon tubs. 
H aving a 50-gallon barrel 
empty, each of two persons should take 
a bucket and Into the barrel one should 
pour the m ilk of lime while the other 
a t the same time pours in the blue 
stone solution. 
W hen all is mixed 
thoroughly, a steel knife blade should 
be held In the solution for one m inute 
and then examined. 
If the steel takes 
on a copper color more lime m ust be 
added, but lf It does not the prepara­ 
tion is ready for use. 


Curing Clover on Racks.—In a Ger­ 
man paper M. Maerckler gives a de­ 
scription of the methods of curing clo­ 
ver and alfalfa on racks instead of in 
the open field. 
This proves to be of 
great advantage 
In 
seasons 
where 
there Is much wet w eather at haying 
time. 
It is, of course, more expensive 
than curing the same crops in the open 
field, but perhaps this cost 
la more 
than overbalanced by the more n u tri­ 
tive condition of the crops. 
There is 
also an Increased yield over field cur­ 
ing, and this alone the author claims 
will repay the extra cost. 
It is doubt­ 
ful lf this method will ever pay in this 
country. 
In some 
of 
the 
northern 
countries of Europe it has for a long 
time been a common practice to cure 
bay on the tops of the fences, though 
unprotected from the weather.

Protection from Girdling. — W here 
fruit trees are kept cultivated there Is 
little danger from their being girdled 
by mice or rabbits if the ground Is free 
from weeds or trash of any kind. 
But 
around the edges of the orchard there 
is often danger of the pests coming In 
from the outside aud doing their work. 
Mr. S. C. Rowell says in an exchange 
that the greatest danger is likely to 
occur in orchards th a t are in sod or 
near woodland. 
Old trees seldom are 
attacked, but young ones should always 
receive borne protection. 
W here noth­ 
ing but mice are feared the simplest 
aud easiest protection is a bank 
of 
earth heaped up around the base of 
the tree to the height of a foot. If this 
has been neglected a solid tram ping of 
the snow around the tru n k s will turn 
the mice away.

Motile W h e a t E xperim ents. 
At the Kansas 
experim ent station 
some experiments have been carried 
on in wheat culture, and the following 
sum m ary is published in bulletin 71 
1. W heat grown continuously w ith­ 
out m anure on 
a measured acre for 
eeventeen years in succession has pro­ 
duced an average yearly yield of 19.57 
bushels. The crop was completely w in­ 
ter-killed during three of these years, 
*o th a t only fourteen crops were h a r­ 
vested, and two of them were partly 
winter-killed. The average yield of the 
fourteen crops harvested is 23.76 bush­ 
els. 
2. Subsoiling for wheat has not ben­ 
efited the yield. 
It has, on the con­ 
trary, apparently reduced 
the 
yield 
over th a t on surface-plowed ground in 
nearly every instance it has been tried. 
3. As to the tim e of seeding wheat, 
the results of the past season’s experi­ 
ments confirm those of former years. 
The best yields were

Gardens in 
Alaska.—N early every 
village has a num ber of gardens 
in 
which, in spite of very indifferent cul­ 
tivation between planting and harvest,] 
potatoes, turnips, ruta-bagas, cabbages, 
cauliflowers, 
peas, 
carrots, radishes 
lettuce, onions, etc. are grown. Some 
form of bedding the soli is practiced 
nearly everywhere but the greatest evil 
is the tendency of crowding through 
planting too closely. 
Close 
planting 
seems nearly always the rule, and it 
results in such a complete shading of 
the ground that the su n ’s rays rarely 
or never strike the soil. Poor drainage 
is often an accom panim ent of 
clone 
planting, and, with the rank growth 
of weeds it is no wonder th a t meager 
results are obtained. 


Grasses in Alaska.—The southw est­ 
ern region of Alaska is characterized 
by its wealth of grasses, m any of the 
grasses common to the United States 
being found there. 
In the southeast­ 
ern part of the territory common tim ­ 
othy and orchard grass do exceedingly 
well. 
Nor are these the only fodder 
plants. 
White clover is spreading ev­ 
erywhere; 
red clover has apparently 
not been given a thorough trial, al­ 
though here and there it grows vigor­ 
ously. 
A native vetch is abundant in 
pasture lands, and is said to be readily 
eaten by stock.____ 


In newly cleared countries the first 
use th at can be m ade of the land is 
for pasturage for dairy cows. The land 
can be seeded before the stum ps 
are 
cleared, the stum ps being allowed to 
rot by the processes of nature.

T nree Years in Alaska. 


T. H . Mallory, of Dawson City, ar 
rived in Brainerd on Friday last on a 
visit to his brother, B. S. Mallory 
whom he had not seen for 20 years 
Mr. Mallory came from St. Paul hav 
ing been east for some weeks for the 
purpose of interesting parties in sev 
eral mining claims ou the Yukon, auc 
B. S. Mallory went down to Ft Ripley 
to meet him and although it bad been 
20 years since the brothers met the 
recognition was mutual. 
The gentle­ 
man has followed the mining business 
since 1857 and in March 1895 went to 
Circle City where he stayed about 
two years and put one year in on E l­ 
dorado Creek where he in company 
with another gentleman have two 
good claims, and he is also interested 
with seven other men in a claim on 
Bouanza Creek for which they paid 
$45,000 and last winter they took 
$155,000 worth of gold out of it, the 
cost of mining being expensive. 
Mr. 
Mallory says that it will be at least 
ten years 
before 
the 
goldfields 
of Alaska are all explored and pros­ 
pected, as only properties on head­ 
waters have as yet been explored and 
the interior has not yet been tried, 
there beiug much territory where 
white men have never been. 
Only 
about one-third of the reports in the 
newspapers can be relied on as trans­ 
portation and mining companies man­ 
ufacture the articles to attract travel 
to the country, and thousands will 
come out dead broke after having 
spent years in search of gold. 
The 
gentleman says his advise to anyone 
who has a job and is comfortably sit 
uated is to stay away from Alaska, 
only men who have all to gaio and 
nothing to loose can afford to take the 
chances. 
The first two years Mr. 
Mallory was in Alaska they had no 
beef or green vegetables and on that 
account Bcurvy was very prevalent 
among the miners but during the last 
year beef and mutton was plenty; the 
first potatoes that came into the re­ 
gion where he was located were only 
sold to those who were afflicted with 
scurvy. At Dyea outfitting goods are 
sold comparatively cheap, the best 
mackinaw blankets being hut $10 and 
the best rubber boots but $8 per pair. 
He left the mining country Nov. 24 
last, the party beiug composed of five 
men and one woman each paying the 
man who brought them through $600 
for the privilege of walking behind 
the dog train which conveyed the 
provisions and outfit of the party, the 
distance between Dawson City and 
Dyea being made in 27 days. 
Mr. 
Mallory left on Suaday night for the 
coast where he will meet a party of 
men who have offered him $40,000 for 
his interest in the mines provided they 
are as he has represented and they 
will go direot to Dawson, if the sale 
is made he will return to the states 
and turn his attention to other pur­ 
suits. Several keepsakes in the shape 
of nuggets valued from $5 to $15 
were given to members of B. 8. Mal­ 
lory’s family and they prize them very 
highly.
